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| IS not without reaſon, that the 
mot Rational People of the World, 
and eſpecially Proteftants , ſhew. but 
>= Aa very ſlight and indifferent incli- 
nation to believe Miracles which are ſaid to have 
been wrought ſince the times of the Apoſtles. In- 
deed if we examine very narrowly into them, 
we ſhall find, generally ſpeaking, that they owe 
their riſe co the Intereſt and Avarice of the 
Clergy ; who, under the ſhelter of that thick 
darkneſs, which for ſo long a time had covered 
the Chriftian world, Invented a thouſand Mira- 
cles to eſtabliſh their Authority, their Opinions, 
and chiefly the great Revenner of the Church. 
This is ſo manifeſt” a truth, that we need but to 
ad the Golden Legend, and Metapbraſtns, to be 
onvinced of it. Now as thoſe feigned Miracles 
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(6) | 
were only eſtabliſhed through the Ignorance of the 
deluded People; fo we ſaw them in ſome manner 
to diſappear after the taking of Conſtantinople , 
when Learning was forced to take its ſanctuary 
in the Weſt : They began then to queſtion the 


truth of Viſions, and the Credit and Honeity of | 


the Clergy, which made Miracles leſs frequent : 
But as ſoon as the great Light of the Reformation 
app:arcd, they vaniſhed away entirely z and ſince 
that time have not dared to ſhew themſelves on 
our Horizon, but in bugger-mugger, it I may be 
allowed that common word, It is true, the Jeſuits 
ſay that they have roſe again in Japan and in China 
but ſince they produce no other incl for the 
proof of fuch a Report, but the Fathers of their 
own Society, which makes them very much to 

be ſuſpected, we do not think it worth our 
while and pains to go about to ſhew that theſe 
Miracles are no more real, than an infinite num» 
ber of other Stories related in the Legend. 

The many Tricks and Cheats which have been 
already diſcovered upon this Subject, ought to 
oblige every Rational man to ſtand upon his guard, 
and not to believe over-haſtily all the Miracles that 
are ſaid to have been wrought.

Het Leg became ſhorter by above Four Inches, her 
Knee turned inwards, and her Wot in ſuch a 
diſtorted manner, that che inward Anckle-bore 
almoſt ſupplyed the place ot the Sole of her Foot, 
She Lived in France till the Pexſecution obliged 
Proteftants to think of retiring; Her Father and

The Witneſſes who depole that ſhe was extra-

An honeſt man, a Swiſs by Nation, who has 
known her from her Cradle, and with whom ſhe 
afterwards lodged here, who would have made 
an Artificial Leg for her, tohave helpd to ſup ort

| confeſs, That properly ſpeaking , there are 
but Two Witneſſes of the Wonderful Healing of 
this Girlz but is not this Number ſufficientꝰ 
Law requires no more even in Capital Caſes, 
which concern mens Lives, provided there be no 
Objection againſt them to invalidate their Evi- 
dence. Would it not then be a great piect of Fol- 
ly to require a greater Number here in this Caſe ? 
This being ſo, we will now proceed to give you 
the Character of our Witneſſes, 

We yet cannot paſs a true Judgment on the 
Diſpoſition and Manners of a Girl of Marie Mail- 
lard's Age; Infancy is moſt commonly divided 
between little Paſtimes and Diverſions, and at 
Thirteen Years old we ſeldom have any thoughts 
of God, and of regulating the way of our lives 3 
yer this we may ſay, That the Gul we ſpeak of 
is to be excepted out of this Rule ; and whether 
the Condition of a Refugee obliged her Parents 
to ſpeak oftner to her of God, than otherwiſe 
perhaps they might have done, or ele the Diſ- 
courſes that were made her to comfort her con- 
cerning her Deformity, touched her heart, it is 
certain that this Girl hath diſcovered a great deal 
more of Religion, than is ordinarily ſeen in a Ri- 
per Age: She is very well inſtructed in the firſt 
Rudiments of the Chriſtian Religion, and (he 
has for her years a competent Knowledge of the 
Holy Scriptures.

Now,cho there ſhould be only this in it, I am apt 
to think theycould not but ſay, that it is an operation 
immediately proceeding from God but if a Chritti- 
an will ſuperadd to it the remarkable Circumſtance 
of her reading the Ford of God, and the Diſcourſe 
that the Girl had, ſo full of Faith at the time when 
her healing'was eſſecting; | can't believe but that 
he muſtconfeſs, that this here is as manifeſt and no- 
torious 2 Miracle as thoſe the Goſpel ſpeaks of. Let 
us ſubjoyn to this another reaſon. All the World 
knows, That when a Diſlocated Thigh or Leg is 
put into its place by the Skill of an Artiſt,the Pati- 
ent muſt keep his Bed, or repoſe himſelf for at leaſi 
two or three Weeks after ; there muſt be I know 
not how many bindings about the place ſo ſet, and 
a world of other neceſſary precautions uſed, For 
without them they could never cure the Evil. And, 
humanly ſpeaking, all the fame cave was as neceſ- 
ſary here in this caſe as in any, her Infirmity being 
of ſeveral years ſtanding ; but now let us ſee what 
care ſhe had of her ſelt ; inſtead of reſting her re- 
ſtored Foot, at that very moment ſhe betook her 
ſelf to Walking, and Leaping up and dow the 
Chamber ; and the next day, Inſtead of keeping 


her Bed, ſhe went to ſeveral places, and particu- 
larly to the Counteſs de Roye, and to her Father, 
to tell him the News of her being cured. How can 
wecall this any otherwiſe than the Continuation 
of a Miracle ?

the time of the Apoſtles. God works not Miracles 
but through a kind of neceſſity 3 at leaſt it is my 
Conception ſo: But the Sacred Text tells us, That 
he wrought one in favour of a King that was Sick, 
and why cannot he do ſo r |

who ſhewed fo great an inſtance of Faith? More- 
over, if Miracles are chiefly to confirm the Truth, 

may not we ſay that they are at this day as neceſſary 
as ever, ſo many Errors and open Defiances of God 
' being now ſocommon and reigning in the World ? 
1 The ſecond ObjcRion is taken from the weak- 
\ neſs that the Girl is in flill; God, ſay they, doth 
not uſe to work Miracles by halves. To this I an- 
ſwer, That the Miracle is compleat: And as I may 
truly affirm, That I am cured of an Ague, when 
I find I have no more tits, altho my Plumpneſs,

Madam, 


N deſiring me to give my opinion about the ſo 
much talk'd of Cure of Mary Maillard, Your 
Ladiſhip puts upon me a harder Task, than per- 
haps you imagine it can be. My Stars never de- 
fign'd me for a Bigot on the one hand, nor an 
Atheiſt on the other. Let any body judge then, if 
I bein a fair way to become a Favorite ot the 
we live in. It is hard to ſay which of theſe two ſorts 
of men who degenerate into Bruits,deſerves moſt 
the ſcorn and hatred of the wiſer part of Mankind. 
I ſhall not take upon me to decide their Pretenhons. 
Only, Madam, give me leave to ſay, The Atheiſt 
(tho the greater Rebel to his Maker) is yet the ca- 
ſieſt of the two towards his Fellow-creatures, whom 


he does not hurt, unleſs it be when his Appetites, 
Pathons

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Paſſions or Immoralities ſet him on forbidden 
Game. And then indeed it is a ſport to him todo 
all the miſchief that is in his way, being under no 
inward reſtraint : Yet his Impious Opinions are 
but Lazy Speculations, which do leſs miſchief to 
others, Whereas, the Bigot is never at eaſe till the 
flames of his blind Zeal have ſet all the World on 
tue about him: While the other hugs himſelf in his 
own folly, without declaring War againſt hisNeigh- 
bours for not being ſo mad as himſelf. Both the 
one and the other arc out of all hazard of falling 
under the weight of that Axiom, He that increaſes 
in knowledge, increaſes in ſorrow. Ignorance firſt miſ- 
leads them, and then it ſhuts up all Avenues 
to reclaim them. In ſhort, Madam, of all Trades 
I know, it requires the leaſt ſtock of true Wit to 
ſet up for an Atheiſt, or Bigot, but the greateſt 
ſtock of falſe ſhe ws of it to ſupport cither: For 
the plain Scnſe of Mankind lies ſtrongly both a- 
gainſt the one, and the other. 


There are two exrreams of Opinion that relate 
to theſe oppoſite Ranks of Men. Some are inclina- 
ble to believe every matter of Fact that's told 
them, which ſeems to ſerve their particular Opi- 
nions, or Notions of Religion. They do as eaſily 
believe the Fact in queſtion, as they are forward 
preſently to aſcribe it to a Supernatural Cauſe : And 
conclude a man to be an impious perſon that ſhall 
dare to queſtion either the one, or the other, that 
ſhall either doubt of the Fact, or (hall go about to + 
ſhew from whatNaturalCauſes it might have ariſen. 
Others again take up a form'd Retolution to di- 
. believe 
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believe ev'ry thing they cannot account for, or ex- 
lain, And let it bear never fo many Signatures of 
ruth, and of its being effected by a Su tural 
Power, they are reſolv'd either to cry it down as an 
Impoſture z or otherwiſe, if there be no place for 
denying it, to aſcribe it to ſome Natural Cauſe, to 
the force of Imagination, Accident, and I know 
not what. It is not cafie to determine which of 
theſe two Extreams ought the moſt to be ſhuna'd, 
or diſcovers the worſt Temper. The firſt ariſes out 
of a weakneſs of mind, or a partiality to Opinions: 
For the very ſame Perſon who does eaſily believe 
an extraordinary thing when it ſeems to favour 
his own Sect, is as poſitively determin'd againſt 
believing it, if it had happen'd out of that Com- 
munion to which he belongs. The other diſcovers 
a prophane Arrogance of I emper, and an impi» 
ous averſion to ev'ry thing which may ſtrengthen 
mens Perſuiſions about Religion, which he hates 
of all fides, reckoning that the Prieſts of all Reli- 
gions are the ſame. 


The mean betwixt theſe two, is to reſolve on 
believing nothing that is extraordinary, but upon 
very great and full evidence, In ſhort, men are 
apt even to lie or amplify (which is a lying in 
ſome degree) and therefore we have a right to 
ſuſpend our belief, and to examine well the Fact 
when any ſtrange thing is told us; and this is 
what every wiſe man ought todo. But when the 
averment of the Fact is full, then every Enquirer 
into Nature ought to conſider how far the Powers 
of Nature may have co-operatcd to the Effect in 

queſtion.

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tainly great force in giving a motion to t 

Blood and Animal — — clear Ob- 
ſtructions, alter the maſs of Blood, and allay its 
fermentations. There are alſo greatSecrets in Na- 
ture, and many wonderful Vertues in Plants and 
Minerals, as well as in Animals, which Obſerva- 
tion, as well as Lucky Accidents, bring every day 
to our knowledge. So that we cannot certain- 
ly define the Extent of Nature, or the Com- 
paſs of Sccond Cauſes; yet from Theory and 
Obſervation we may come to frame a general 
Scheme of what lies in the road and courſe 
of Nature, and what is ſo much out of it, 
that we have reaſon to aſcribe it to a Supe- 
rior and Supernatural Power, To be flow in 
belie ving, and ſevete in inquiring after unuſual 
things carrics with it the Characters of a tru- 
ly Inquititive and Philoſophical Mind. Yet af- 
ter all, To reject a thing when the truth of it 
is apparent, and to impute it to Second Cau- 
ſes, when we do not fee the leaſt ſhadow of 
any one, gives a ſtrong preſumption of a ſe- 
cret hatred of all Religion and Vertue ; that I 
had much rather fall under the Cenſures, and 
even the Scoin of that Tribe, than be cor- 
rupted by ſo Peſtilential and ſpreading a Con- 


tagion. 
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Tocome to the Caſe of the French — — 
Ladyſhip has ſeen her, as ſhe is now, bas 
heard it (worn by ſeveral perſons, whom = 
have no cauſe to disbelieve, how ſhe was be- 
fore. It's certain (he was monſtrouſly Lame 
from her Childhood tiil the 26th of November 
laſt : And it's as certain, ſince that time till 
now, ſhe goes ſtreight. How ſhe came to be 
cur'd in an Inſtanr, is the Queſtion, and ſuch a 
one as I am not able to determine. But to 
give your Ladyſhip all the ſatisſaction I can in 
o Tifficule a matter; and that you may be 
better enabled to judge of ſo ſurprizing an Ef- 
fect, I thull in as tew words as poſſible, ſer 
down the Manner. Cauſes and Conſequents of 
her Lameneſs, fo far as they occur to me from 
any thing | know in Anatomy; and in the next 
place, ihall inquire how far the Cure of it, as 
it's (worn to, can be aſcribd to a natural In- 
fluence. 

For the firſt 5 It appears by the Affidavits 
you ſent me, That when ſbe came to be abo 
Thirteen Months old, ſhe was then firſt obſerv'd 
to be Lame, and ſome time thereafter there 
appear d a Hollowneſs in the place where one 
uſually finds the knitting of the Thigh-bone to 
the Hipp, as alſo 4a conſiderable ſwelling 4 little 
above that place, to give it in their own words. 
In proceſs of time ſhe grew worſe and worſe, 
and not onely the Thigh-bone became both 
higher up, and ſhorter than it usd to be, but 
ber Knee and the Ankle-bone of that Log 
turn d inwards; ſo that ſhe went won the

Ankle the Sole of her Foot turning upwards, 
and all this attended with a great deal of pain. 
Here Madam, you have the Hiſtory of the 
Diſeaſe, and all theſe ſymptoms are the natu- 
ral, and ſome of them, the neceſſary Effect of 4 
diſlocation of the I high bone. 

To render this the more intelligible, give 
me leave Madam, to lay down a ſhort hint of 
the natural ſtructure of the parts here affected. 
The Thigh bone has at the upper end a round 
head: This is receiv'd by 4 large Cavitj of the 
Hipp bone, and is detain'd and fix d therein by 
two ſtrong Ligaments, one that encompaſſes 
the brim ot the Cavity, and another that {privgs 
out of the bottom of it, and is inſerted into 
the tip of che round head of the Thigh-bone, 
in order to the movement of the Thigh, and 
conſequently of the whole Body. Nature has 
wiſely accompany'd theſe Bones with Carti- 
lages, Muſcles, Tendons and Ligaments, which 
are all of them ſo variouſly plac'd and ſituated, 
as to anſwer every beck of the ſenſitive Soul, 
in moving either backwards or forwards, to the 
inſide, to the out ſide, or obliquely. 


This being the natural ſtructure of the parts, 


2 diſlocation of the Thigh happens, when the 
round the head of the Thigh-bone is hy ſome vio- 
lence di plac d out of that large Cavity of the 
Hypp bone This cannot happen but by ſome 
violent force, becauſe of the ſtrength of the 
Muſcles that help to keep the Bone in its pro- 
per place, of the depth of the Cavity where it 
is lodg'd, and the ſtrength and hortnels on: the 

Ka- 
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Li ts L have nam d. The longer ſuch a 
diflocation laſts, the leſs it is curable, ſeeing by 
it the Ligaments and Muſcles muſ 
relax d. and ſo much che more, if 
walk about: as this Girl did: For more 
ſtreſs the puts on that Leg, the mult 
theſe — be relax'd, they bearing in ſuch a 
Caſe, moſt, if not all, the weight of that fide 
of the Body, which the Thigh-bone ſhould 
have done, if ic had been in its proper place. 

It's to me beyond all queſtion, that in the 
Caſe of this poor Relugee,there was a luxation 
or diſlocation of the Thigh-bone, ſuch as I 
have explain'd : And of the four kinds of it 
reckoned up by Anatomilſts, it muſt neceſſarily 
have been that they call a Diſlocation out- 
wards, A hollowneſs on the p'ace of the Foynt, 
a conſiderable Tumour a little above it, the 
Thigh-bune of that fide being both higher and 
ſhorter than the other, a conſtant pain attend- 
ing, with a turning inwards of the Knee and 
Ankle, and 4 turning upwards of the Sole of 
the Foot, are all of them agreed to by Anato- 
miſts and Surgeons to be undoubred figns, as 
well as neceflary conſequents of this kind of 
diflocation. The place of the Joynt muſt 
needs have appear'd hollow, partly for want of 
Cavity, its being fild. up wich the round 
head of the Thigh- bone, and partly from the 
riſing tumour above it. The tumour it ſelf has 
been nothing elſe but the round head turn d 
outward with the Muſcles and fleſhy parts 
around it : The goes owing to the ſtretch- 
: ing 
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ifig of the Ligaments, and nervous parts, and 
to their ſupplying the Office of the Thigh- 
bone in ſuſtaining that ſide of the Body: The 
Bone muſt — appear thorter from the 
thruſting of its head higher than the Cavity 
for which it was naturally defign'd. The di- 
frortion of the Knee proceeds parrly from the 
relaxation of theſe Muſcles and Tendons that 
ſerve to move the Thigh outwards, and partly 
to the relaxation more on one ſide than the 
other of that Ligament I mention'd, which A- 
compaſſes the brim of the Cavity ot the Hipp- 
bone. The like contortion of the Ankle is 
owing to the former. and to the ſtreſs the 
poor Girl was oblig'd to lay _ the diſlo- 
cated Thigh, by walking, occaſion d through 
narrownels of her Circumſtances. 
This much Madam, for the Manner, Can- 
ſes and Conſequents of the Girls Diſtemper. 
Neither has it any weight to object againſt 
its being a Diſlocation, that her Parents re- 
member not the preciſe Time nor Manner, 
how ſhe came by it: for we ſee every day, 
examples of Children Diflocated in the ſame 
manner, without their Parents, being able to 
tell when and how they became ſo; the Bones 
of young Children being much more — 14 
out, than thoſe come to Age, and they bein 
more obnoxious to Accidents thro' Errours o 
People about them. © 
To trouble your Ladyſhip, with the ordi- 
nary Manner and Method of Cure in this Caſe, 
would ſeem altogether needleſs, fince ay 
| * 
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| body of common ſenſe will tell you, it's done 


by putting the Thigh. bone in its proper place ; 
that is, by bringing back. the Head of ir, into 
the Caviry of the Hip-bone, and keeping ir 
there. This is done with no ſmall difficulty, 
even when the Diſlocation is recent, where 
many times, both the Surgeon and his Aſſiſt- 
ant are forc'd to imploy their utmoſt ſtrength, 
and the beſt of their dexterity and skill. 

But when the Diſlocation is of a long ſtand- 
ing, as it was with this Maid, moſt Surgeons 
and Anatomiſts look upon the Caſe as deplo- 
rable, if not deſperate. Among a great many 
others, theſe following reaſons may be given 
for it. 1. The Cavity of the Hip bone, for want 
of the head of the other Bone to play in it,muſt 
needs in proceſs of time be fill'd up with that 
Mucilaginous Matter, which the Gland, ſitua- 
ted in the bottom of it, does conſtantly fur- 
niſh for the Lubrication of the Joint. Being 
once thus fill'd up, either in whole, or in à con- 


ſiderable part, it becomes unfit to re- admit 


the head of the Bone diſlocated for want of 


room. And this the rather, that of all the 
Mucilaginous Glands, fituared upon the Joints 


of Humane Bodies, this Gland, by the Wiſe 


Providence of Nature, is the largeſt, and diſ- 
charges the moſt Matter. If it were not for 


this conſtant ſupply, the greateſt torture that 


could be inflicted on a Criminal, were but to 


oblige him to walk. 2. The conſtant afflux 

of Humours, even in the ordinary courſe of 

nutriment, upon the Head of the Bone _ 
cat 
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cated, muſt render it in a little time too big 
to re-enter its proper Cavity; the conſtaiſſt 
attrition of the parts having prevented that 
inconvenience, while it ſtay'd in its natural 
ſituation. 3. Nature having once accuſtom'd 
it ſelf to a poſture out of irs ordinary road, it 
makes the belt it can of necefſiry, and feldom 
or never of it (elf, changes a tollerable evil, 
for a hazardous good. Laſtly, Tho' che Bone 
ſhould be got ſer again, even when recent, it's 
yet eaſily put out again by the leait motion or 
accident: becauſe by the Diſlocation, the 
Muſcles and Ligaments, are either render'd 
feeble, orrelax'd, or broken, arid conſequent- 
ly very unable to fix the Thizh-bone 1n its 
place fo firm as it ought to be. 

Now Madam, upon the whole matter, I 
do not ſee it good Manners? to queſtion the 
Fact, fince the preſent ſtate of the Perſon is 
viſible to all the World, and her former con- 
dition was ſo well known to ſuch numbers 
that do atteſt it. And tho” the extraordinary 
ſuddenneſs of the Change, cannot be main- 
tain d by fo many Witneſſes, there being but 
one other perſon preſent, yet as other Wit- 
neſſes ſaw it in a very little time afterwards z 
ſo there are very many that know how the 
was the Day betore, the Day afterwards, 
which do reaſonably enough ſupport the want 
of variety of proof, for the Inſtantaneous 


Change that was made. Therefore I cannot 


ſee what is poſſible to be ſaid as to the Fact. 


I would not pretend to be 1 — 
Phy ian, 
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Phyſician, or Anatomiſt enough to ſay what 
Nature can do ; but there having been no ap- 
plications us'd either outward or inward, and 
no operation of Surgery, even of the ſlighteſt - 
kind interpos d, I confels, I cannot imagine 
what probable or poſhble Colour there is for 
aſcribing this to any Natural or Second Cauſe, 
that yet occurs to me. And therefore am not 
aſham' d to own, that there is ſomething in it 
which I cannot well comprehend, and ſhall not 
be angry with any body that ſhall aſcribe it to 
ſomething above, or ous of the Road of Na- 
ture. 

The only objection againſt this is, that 2 
little Lameneſs, a {mall and ſcarce diſcernable 
halting ſtill remains. From which ſome may 
think it reaſonable to infer, ſince God does 
not work Miracles by halves, this is not to be 
aſcribed to him. It's true, the one Leg is a lit- 
tle ſhorter than the other, which may ariſe 
from a ſhrinking of the Nerves,or want of Nu- 
triment, that do naturally flow from ſo long 
and great a Diſlocation. If the halting did pro- 

from a looſneſs or feebleneſs of what's 
now put in Joint, the objection would in- 
deed be ſtronger ; for the thing this oor 
Creature wanted, was the firmneſs of- the 
Union between the upper and lower parts of 
her Body. This depriv'd her of the Ute of 
her Limbs, and put her to aw Pains, 
all which is now entirely chang'd, fo that the 
work is compleat. And tho' it may be ſuita- 


ble to the Iofinite Goodneis of the * 
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Mind to give ſuch a Perſon the entire uſe of 
Body ; yet an exatt ſereightneſs being only a 
part of the Ornament of the Body, there is not 
that reaſon to expeR a ſecond Miracle, (tho' 
the firit had been one) for the ſtretching out 
the Leg to an exact equality with the other; 
fince probably enough, that may come in time 
of it (elf, the halting being now ſcarce diſcer- 
nable, and as you know very inconſiderable. 

If it were worth your while, Madam, I 
could give your Ladyſhip an account of very 
ſurprizing Effects produc'd in ſome people by 
a rapid turn of the Animal Spirits: And if I 
ſhould tell you, that it were no derogation 
from the Miracles our Saviour wrought upon 
Earth, that « flame of Imagination ſetting the 
Animal Spirits in a ſwift Motion, and there- 
by raiſing a new Fermentation in the Maſs of 
Bod, might cooperate to the wonderful 
Changes that were made upon the perſons he 
heal'd, though I ſhould ſay all this, I ſhould 
not perhaps contradict the Principles of Philo- 
ſophy, nor the Oeconomy of Faith. For we 
find in holy Writ, that there was requiſite to- 
wards their Cure a belief of the power of the 
Operator, which, though it was properly an 
Act of the Mind, yet it muſt certainly have 
produc'd a mighty flame of Imagination, and, 
2a rapid motion of the Animal Spirits. But this 
is a thought I dare ſcarce warrant my ſelf in, 
and therefore I with it almoſt unſaid. 

But whatever Effects this Rapidity of Mo- 
tion in the Spirits and Blood, rais d by a ſtr 
impreſ- 
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8 ion on the Imagination may produce, 
in laying or raifing Fermentations in the X 
or altering the Craſes ofthe Fluids ; it's hardly 
poſſible, at leaſt highly improbable, that any 
ſuch Impreſſion of Fancy could reſtore a Bone 
long diſlocated into its proper place, where 
both the recipient and the thing to be receiv'd, 
were by a neceſſary conſequence from Ana- 
tomy, and the ſtructure of the parts, render d 
utterly unfit for ſuch a Rejunction. 

If it is (aid, Why ſhould God work ſuch a 
Miracle, if it be any. (as I (hall never deter- 
mine) I muſt own to your Ladythip, that if I 
do not know all the Secrers of Nature, I do 
much leſs know the Secrets of the Author of 
Nature: Yet after all, if he ſhould :hiak fit 
to do (ach an extraordinary thing in the Age 
in which we live; we mu{t all confel(« there is 
occaſion enough for it; face the very Ex- 
iſtence of a Supreme Being aud his oer and 
Authority is fo much que ſ ion d. Nor need 
we (earch long to find a Renton why the Sub- 
ject on which this is wroug':r. ſhould be one 
of ithoſe who h ve fo {izen and facrific'd 
all for their pertwaſion abbut the Truth of 
Relivion, and who are under ſo ſevere a perſe- 
cution for it; ſince this both carries a Cha- 
rater of God's tenderneſs to them, and way 
be a mean to awaken our regard and charity 
for them, which are now run too low. And 
this is one uſe I am ſure your Ladyſhip will 
make of the whole matter. You. and your 
Noble and Generous — not being _ 
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| fied with all the good you do your ſelves, but 


as you can engage others to follow ſo wor- 
thy a Pattern as you both give them; which 
among many other reaſons engages me to be

V E Jebn Mailard, and Charlotte du 

Dognon, of the Town of Cognac in 
Xaintonge,now living at the Corner of Nemporr- 
Court in Weſtminſter, do certifie, that Mary

ground, and that Leg was ſhorter than the 
other by four Inches or thereabouts, and 
which made her go very deformedly, feeling 
reat pain. About two Years ſince weſhewed 
ber to Monſieur Debat z, Chirurgion to the 
French Refugees, who, having examined her, 
judged her Diſeaſe incurable, the Bone ha- 
ving been ſo long put out of its place; and 
therefore he adviſed us to chafe it with certain 
* to try if we could alleviate her pains, 
which we did, but without any ſucceſs. Abour 
that time a Gentlewoman, whoſe name was 
Lawan, deſired us to let her have her to be 
an Interpreter to her in Engliſh, which we 
did, and ſhe has lived with ever ſince till 
now, continuing always Lame, and fo deform- 
ed, that the little Children were uſed to fol- 
low her in the Streets, and to give her many 
Nick-names, ſuch as ſtruck at her Deformity.

the cauſe of her crying, adviſæd her to read 
the Holy Scriptures to comfort her which 
ſhe did ; and in reading the lecond Chapter 
ot the Goſpel of St Mark, which gave an ac- 
count of rhe healing of one ſick of the 
Palſey, and the Incredulity ot the Jens, this 
Girl (hewed a furprize at their Obſtinacy, 
and declared to her Miſtrets, as we have 
heard from her own Mouth, tht if the 
had lived at that time, ſhe ſhoula have had 
Faith enough to have been hezled : And at 
the fame luſtant the felt a grear pain, and 
heard a Noiſe chat the Bont Ff her Thigh 
made, anc ttwught the heard a Voice u hich 
ſaid to her, Thin art Cured he rack 
the Bone made was heard by her Miſtrets, 
but not the Voice, as fhe hath told us. 
Hon ever the matter was, the was at the 
ſame luſtant, that is to ſay, betu cen ſeven 
and eight of the Clock in che Evening, 
on. the ſix and twentieth day of November 
laſt, actually Cured, and continues to be in 
ſo good a condition, that the now walks 
ſtraight upright, her Legs being of the 
fame length, her Knee, her Foot, her Hip 
and Thigh, being in their natural ſcituation 
as they ought.

her, ſtretching out my Lame Leg as I was 
wont; Madamoiſelle, thoſe Folk were very 
naught that they would not believe this great 
Miracle; if there were ſuch things done now, 
ſaid I, I would run and believe too: And im- 
mediately after thole words, my Hipp-bone 
ſnapt aloud, ſo that the heard it, but thought 
it had been ſomewhat in the Fire that made 
that noĩſe: But I reply ed.
